‘process. Vehement rage provails wher-
aver ])G(lpiu'- pirty spoakers obtain
hearing. Where they liave orators of
fine ability, the mob is encouragead to
howl down the orator and cronte gen-
eral confusfon, In country plaees bot-
tor order is maintained, but in cities
thera ia disgrnceful conduct and most
unfuir hehavior as a rule,  Goneral
Weaver's trentmont in Georgln is n dis-
grace to the state und the nation.  Gen-
oral Weaver was maltrentéd becauso
he was o union soldier and oboeyed
the commands of hid superior officer in
authority. This conduct is not only
disgraceful and revolutionary, but it Is
dangerous, It will bring its inevitable
rosulr, Next winter when drunken
hoodlums and foul-mouthed Cievaland-
ites have suten and deank up the monov
that has been paid them to disgrace
themselves nud the state, thia disorderly
conduct und these attneks on a federal
goneral in time of pence will doubtless
become mntters of federal investigation.

If wo wors to accept as final the

no Amoeriean e fndustey did,
nor, indeed, evor can exist in this coun-
iry

But haopily the facts do not warrant
Thiut n woll-de-
fined nnd successful Mnx and homp ins
dustry did at one time Hourish in this
countey (and mainly in the western
states of this union) n briel recurronce
to the history of that pariod will suf*
fica to establish bovond nany gues
tion  of  douht Laooking biek
to the venr 1802 wa find that than
one-sixtoenth of the cotton l'r'{lglllf this
country was covered with Amerioan
llnx bagging,
the yeoar following nearly one hundred
fnx fibor mills were budt in Ohio, Indi
ani, Hidnois, Wisconsin and lown, and
an rupid was the incrensed demnand for
flax hagging that the year 1867 found 85
por cent of the cotton erop of this couns

Sceing thelr opportunity a
number of foreign manufactiurers came
to this country nand establishod jute
mills in the vicinity of Now York. The
wintar of 1871-1872 wo lind them lobby-
ing congress for a bill o admit jute and
Jute butts Trae of duty, being joined by
othep interested eastern manufiueturers,
This effort colminnted in the winter of
T2-T73 in the passage hy congress of a
bill admitting jute freo of auty. This
proved the death blow tothe llux bag-
ging industry in the west, and in less
than  thres years nearly. all of the
lax mills in the west, numboring then
some 200 or more, closed down nnd have
never boen revived sineo.

Mad the Hax growing farmer of that
day beon willing to attempt to compele

Uo0000,  while  this  country  with
an annual growth of about one-half the
number of aeres sown by Russia only re-
cetvas  aboul 30,000,000 from her finx
crop, hoth seed nund fiber, Russin’s fiber
crop being worth ‘six times more to her
than her seed produet, while our seed
product is 88 per cent of the value of the
entire crop,

During the past lifteen vears it is safe
to suy that the value of the flax fiber or
straw Lhat has been destroyved ob burned
in five of the great states of the woest
will mor full short of #120,000,000, o
spectacls of prodigal waste unparalieled
in the history of any other nation on the
fuce of the globe. From 1580 to 1800
thoere wore imported into this country
textile fabries and goods amount-
ing  to  $365,000,000, 85 per cent
of whicn this country wns capable of
produciog and manufscturing  But the
American disviples of the Colden elub
of England (better known, parhaps, in
this country ns democerats) will tell the
gnod people that if wo had free trade
thesa goods would not have cost us as
mueh—i stutement Lthat cannot be veri-
lied by faets,

w hinder them (om eontrolling the
prices of bindar twine? Mr. Bryan says
the now existing taviff of 7-10 cent per
pound op  this article is o wx of
T0 cents por acre on your faem, Mp,
Farmer, and he would remove that by
giving you freo binder twine., Let us
se0 whether the fucws warrant this assor-
tion.

We huve nover imported binder twine
Lo uny extonl excepl {rom Canweda and
the National Cordage company owns und
controls twelve out of a possible sixteen
of all the vordage mills in that sountry.
Well then, Mpe, Dryan may say, we
will bring it from Fogland or Irelaod
o Scotland, Porhaps Me  Bryan
doesn’t know that the tax of seven-
tentlis of o cent a pound thrown off

Dry, clean bedding is a necessity if
you would keep tho stock comfortable
and healthy through the wioter.

When one has the proper facilities for
conduoting the business, winter dairying
may be made muoh more profitable thnn
suminer dalrying, Tt must be kept in
mind, however, 1hat it doos not pay any
Delter to turn out o poor product then

than at any other season, but good
hutter will gell in winter at o prive so
much higher than in summer that it
will much more than balance the
dilterenen in tho cosb ol feod
and care. Good feading will be ree

quired inorder to produece fine batter of
good color and Teee from  streaks, It
must bo earefully handled, and will sell
to best advantogo if put up in small,
neat puekages, which may be sold  di-
rect to the consumer,  The perfect bute
ter is tivm, fine-grained, of a rieh, golden
color, sweet and with o natty flavor.  If
you will study your business and learn
to produce such nniformly, vou will find
that winter daivying is about the most
profitable occupation that you ean fol-
low,

Soma of onr exchangas nrosaying that
it is all wrang to urge more farmers to
turn their attention toward dniving ns
wo are aiready sulfering from an ovoer-
supply of dairy prodacts. This is shear
nonsonsa. Possibly in some markets
there is areported pgiut of butter, but

let o shipment that is steictly “weilt
edge” o inand it would at once find
ready bhuyers at high prices,.  Wao have
never known, in this country, & time

nor anrket wliere thore was an ovey-
stupply of really good butter, 11 furmers
purpose to engage in dairying morsiy to
adid to the stock of pooe soufl with which
we are already deluged then they b
betier stay out, but with our present
knowledge of advanced duiry  methods
thore is no excuse for one beginning
upon this basis, It may be didiealt to
goet out of old ruts when oun hins been in
them o long time, but thera is no exceuse
for going in them in broad daylight.

Toultry,

When fowls nre shut up in the winter
they often want for somsa things which
nre essentinl  to their wellbeing, and
which can be supplied with a little
lubor and forethought. The dust huth
is necessary to keep them free from ver-
min, and this should be prepured now
while tho ground is dry.  Road dust is
oxcellent for this purpose, and a
suflicient amount can easily be gath-
erod up and put  away in barvels
to lnst until the gronmd hoe-
comes dry in the spring.  Keep
in opan box filled with iv all the tims in
the hen house, Il you negleet to pro-
vure the'dust in time wood nshos may be
usid a8 asubstitute. A supply of lime
is nlso nocessnry and tho best way to
provide this is to give poundad oyster
shells. Bones pounded fine, so ns to
liave no long splinters, mny also be
used, or fine gravel which containg
limestons.  Attention to  these little
things is what makes poultry pay in
winter, Add 1o  these comfortuhle
quarters, good food and perfect o eanli-
ness and your winter’s income from the
fowls should be very satisfetory.
